Airplanes 
will drop flowers over the ground 
where 2,500 
Confederate troops 
were buried after the battles of 
Antietam and South Mountain. 
Park W. T. Loy, executive sec­ 
retary of the Maryland Civil War 
Centennial Commission, today an­

President 
Eisenhower had accepted an in­ 
vitation to rededicate the Civil 
War cemetery. Loy last month 
led a delegation to Gettysburg to 
ask the general to participate.

ON CONDUCT OF 
U.S. EMPLOYES 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 
White House has isMied a code 
of conduct for government em­ 
ployee 
from 
cabinet 
officers 
down. It forbids them to use 
their jobs for private gain. 
The code, ratified by the Civil 
Service Commission and released 
Wednesday follows up President 
Kennedy's April 27 message to 
Congress in which he asked for 
a streamlining of conflict of in­ 
terest law*. 
The code prohibit* gifts, pay 
merits and lo<in> to federal civil 
tan employes where “a reasona­ 
ble question of conflict with his 
public duties and responsibilities*’ 
is raised 
Thus conflict, says the code, “is 
of concern whether it i* real or 
only apparent.“ 
GIFTS ARE B A N N ED 
Under the code, a government 
worker may not engage in teach­ 
ing. lecturing, 
writing or any 
other outs Hie employment “which 
might reasonably result in a con­ 
nie! of interest, or an apparent 
conflict of interest ” 
Also banned are gift*, favors. 
or gratia! we. which could affect 
an employe's impartiality. 
The code does not prohibit gov­ 
ernment workers from holding 
outside job?*—*rn fact, teaching, 
writing Hid lecturing are to be 
encouraged—** long as the work 
does not adversely affect govern­ 
ment duties or reflect discredit 
on the government.

Lewis’ comments came in the 
third day of a hearing a* attor­ 
neys for the Negro plaintiffs and 
the Prince Edward School Board 
summarized before the judge ar­ 
guments in a court case tilting 
the legality of the school closures. 
At Washington, Justice Hugo L. 
Black turned down a bid to win 
release of a “Freedom Rider” 
from a Mississippi prison. The 
habeas corpus action was brought 
on behalf of Elizabeth Porter 
Wyckoff, 45. of New York City, 
who contended her conviction was 
unconstitutional and invalid. 
In a brief opinion, Black said 
there was not enough evidence to 
show that all state legal proc­ 
esses had been exhausted.

The aim is to 
provide the survivors with shelter 
from the particles that are sucked 
up in nuclear explosions, carried 
on high, strong winds, and depos­ 
ited on cities and countryside per­ 
haps hundreds of miles away
